He will be 
succeeded a railroai man not yet 
publicly named, who, to quote one of 
the new interests in Missouri Pacific, 
will “eat, drink and sleep on the job.’ 
Mr. Gould, himself, announced his 
forthcoming retirement,which will take

Passing of Gould Influence. 

The fact that Mr. Gould will become 
chairman of the board does not alter 
the opinion gerferally held in financial 
circles that today’s developments mark 
the passing of the Gould influence, noi 
only in Misosuri Pacific, but in the 
Various railroads of which the name 
of Gould has been for so many years 
identified. Several conferences were 
held today, and with thelr conclusion 
at a time too late to have any etfect 
on today's market, the Gould statement 
was issued.

A great deal: of interest centers 
about the selection of Mr. Gould’s suc- 
cessor, and rumors current in Wall 
street this afternoon mentioned sev- 
eral well-known railroad men _ con- 
nected with some of the prominent 
southwestern systems. He will have 
practically unlimited powers and will 
be given every chance to build the 
Missouri Pacific up to the highest 
state of efficiency. ‘What is no less 
important, his headquarters will be at 
Bt Louis, the strategic base of the 
system. 


Felt in Stock Marke. 
Missouri Pacific was the feature of 


today’s stock market, and its feverish 
course at times unsettled the general 
list. It advanced to 63 on heavy sales 
in the first hour, but before the end 
of the day lost all but a smal! fraction 
of its early gain. Trading in the stock 
aggregated about 70,000 shares, or one- 
fifth of the day's total operations. 

The Missouri Pacific system takes in 
190.196 miles, including 3,583 miles of 
the Missouri Pacific property, 53,2838 
miles of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern and its leased lines, 
Denver and Rio Grande, with 2,598 
miles of owned or controlled tines, and 
the Western. Pacific, with 937 miles of 
road. Though George Gould has been 
president fur nearly twenty years, he 
seldom visited the property.

The alleged defajcations cover a pe- 
riod of time extending from October 2 
1908. to August 12, 1909.

The white house is said to regard 
the remarks of Mr. Clark as most 
unfortunate, and the president has 
made known he would like to have 
it understood throughout the world 
that his administration had no thought 
whatever of annexation when the reci 
procity agreement was arranged. 

The president, it is said, is:shopeful 
that the people of this country, Can- 
ada and Great Britain will look upon 
the speech of Mr. Clark merely as the 
expression of an individual who, in the 
sentiment thus expressed, does not rep- 
resent the democratic party or any 
party in this country. 

Clark Was Just Fonning. - 

The news that Mr. Clark’s allusions 
had created excitement in Canada and 
England occasioned great surprise and 
considerable amusement at the capitol. 
The man most surprised of all was Mr. 
Clark himself. He declared today that 
he expressed his own individu” «opin- 
ion and @Ceclared that he stands pat 
on his speech. 

Mr. Clork’s entire speech on reciproc- 
ity yesterday was delivered in a haif- 
humorous, half-taunting vein. The 
house was in a gale of laughter most 
of the time. In réturn for the laughs 
he was creating at their expense some 
of the republicans trted to turn the 
tables on Mr. Clark by chiding him 
with the fact that he might have Pres- 
ident Taft as an exponent for the dem- 
ocratic nomination.

tion for the popular election of United 
States senators, which, if adopted, 
would give congress the right to pre- 
scribe the time, place and manner of 
electing serators. 
Practically every member of the del- 
egation feels that this proviso should 
kill the main resolution, and will so 
vote if it should come over to the house 
from the senate. 
Views of Georgians. 
In speaking of the matter the Geor- 
gia representatives said that already 


Georgia has a law requiring direct pri-. 


maries for the nomination of senators, 
and if the letter and spirit of this law 
is observed by the state executive com- 
mittee it will accomplish all that is 
desired in the way of giving the people 
the right to express their choice. 

S6 far as Georgia is concerned, it 
has nothing to hope for in the passage 
of this resolution so long as the state 
primary law stands and its letter and 
spirit is observed. Other states which 
have the convention system, “jackpot” 
system, or legislative system of elect-: 
ing senators, would gain by the amend- 
ment, but Georgia and other southern 
states would lose. At least, this is the 
position taken by Georgia's represent- 
atives in congress. 

If congress should choose to exer- 
cise the power affirmatively asserted 
in the Sutherland amendment, it might 
re-enact the old Force billg and pro- 
vide for federal surveillance of the 
polls and ballot boxes, might appoint 
registrars to revise the list of voters 
in each state, and provide how the 
vote should be canvassed and the re- 
Fult announced. 

Would Destroy Disfranchisement Laws, 

In a word, such a plan would abso- 
lutely wipe out of existence the dis- 
franchivement laws of the south. 

Serator Bacon, after weighing these 
possibilities, sought counsel with the 
Georgia members of the house ag to the 
course to be pursued. He favors the 
general principle of popular elections, 
as do most democrats, but he dreads 
the consequence of federal! interven- 
tion in state elections, and wishes it 
affirmatively asserted in the proposed 
constitutional amendment that the 
right of the individual states to pre- 
scribe the qualifications of electors and 
the manner of conducting elections 
shall not be affected. 

Direct Vote Fight Today. 

Mr. Borah yesterday gave notice that 
he would ask the senate to sit tomor- 
row until a vote was reached on the 
resolution providing for the election 
of senators by direct vote of the elect- 
ors, and Mr. Beveridge today indicated 
a Similar purpose with reference to the 
Lorimer resolution for next Tuesday. 

Whether the senators will accomplish 
their respective purposes by these tac- 
tics {s a question; but it is evident to 
all that if they fail, and if these two 
measures continue to receive the at- 
tention of the senate, there will be little 
time for the consideration of appropri- 
ation bilis, Canadian reciproctty and 
the tariff board bill. 

Both the Lorimer question and the 
election amendment have been dis- 
cussed at great length, and their sup- 
porters declare that there can be no 
purpose in delaying a vote other than 
to defeat them through default.

Washington, February 15.—(Spectal.) 
The Weeks’ forest reserve bill passed 
this afternoon, carrying an appropria- 
tion of $10,000,000, to be expended in 
the next five years at the rate of $%.000.- 
000 a year to secure lands on the water- 
sheds of the Southern Appalachian and 
White mountain ranges in particular, 
ang others where deemed needful, an@ 
the hard work of eight years was 
crowned with suCcCeSS. 

The measure was adopted by a vote 
of 657 to 9. Three democrats voted 
against it, Senators Davis, of Arkansas: 
Paynter, of Kentucky, and Shiviey, of 
Indiana. Senator Terrell. was unable to 
be present on account of. his serious 
illness. He was paired with Senator 
Bankhead, of Alabama, who would 
otherwise have voted ‘“‘no.™ 

The supporters of the measure who 
have carried on the long, tedious, and 
what seemed at times, almost hopeless, 
contest, are jubilant over the final vic- 
tory. That President Taft will sign the 
bill is considered settled bevond doubt. 

Only Few Votes Against. 

The negative vote was cast by Sena- 
tors Bristow, Burton, Clark of Wyom- 
ing, Cullom, Gronna and McCumber, re- 
publicans and Senators Davis, Paynter 
and Shively, democrats.

Heyburn Denounced Bill. 

Senator Heyburn denounced the bill 
as a farce and as “the most radical 
piece of fancy legislation ever pro- 
posed to congress.” He declared that 
if seriously carried into effect; it 
would cost more than the Panama 
canal. 

Mr. Burton, of Ohlo, pronounced the 
bill “a pretext and subterfuge—not te 


say a sham.” 

He took exception to Senator Bran- 
degee’s explanation of the-bill that it 
provided no land could be purchased 
unles sthe protection of the land would 
promote the navigability of streams, 
Mr. Burton declared there had origi- 
nelly been no thought of this, and that 
early reports on the measure showed 
its object had been for the establish- 
ment of forest reserves. 

In his argument Mr. Burton  con- 
tended the bill is an extension of the 
functions of the federal government 
and a “species of extravagance not 
justified.” 

Contending for the general accepta- 
bility of the measure, Senator Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, bore personel 
testimony to the eroston of the moun- 
tain lands in North Carolina. He said 
that wherever there was clearings the 
land was rapidly washing away. and 
that the universal verdict was that 
floods are far more frequent and dige- 
astrous than formerly 

The Purpose orf the Bill. 

While it is understood on all sides 
that the purpose of the bill is the acquf- 
sition of lands in the White mountains 
of New England and of the Appalach- 
ians in the southern states for the 
creation of forest reserves, it contains 
no specific mention of such purpose. 
The authority for this proceeding is 
found in the genera) powers conferred 
by the bill. The carrying into effeet 
of the provisions of the bill ts placed 
in the hands of a commission to be 
composed of the secretary of war, the 
secretary of the interior and the secre- 
tary of agriculture, and two senators 
and two members of the house. 

The purchase of land is placed in 
the hands of the secretary of agricul- 
ture. and is confined to all such areas 
as may affect the headquarters of nav- 
igable streams. No purchase is to be 
authorized until passed upon by the 
geological survey. The land once ac- 
quired, it is to be cut up into forest 
reserves aS may seem best for admin- 
istrative purposes.

There are some dwellings in Atlanta 
that are small, old and dilapidated 
which were once upon a time reckoned 
among the city’s most palatial resi- 
dences and which were owned and oc- 
cupied by the ptoneers of the town.

This little historic home originally 
faced Mitchell street at the corner of 
Forsyth, and was moved back several 
vears ago to give room to the brick 
store which was built on the corner. 

Thomas M. Clarke built this house tn 
1859, more than a half a century ago, 
and in that day and time it was looked 
upon as a most imposing edifice of the 
then young town. 

To this home Mr. Clarke took his 
young bride, and for about’ twenty-five 
years they resided there. [In it were 
were born all of the eleven children 
that blessed the union, and nine of 
these children are today Hving in At- 
lanta.

The 
property was sold, and is now occupied 
by a white man named T. B. Gilbert. 
Like many other houses built fifty years 
ago, it was well constructed of good 
timber and that is probably the reason 
why it Is oday in a fair state of pres- 
ervation.

In the south we have been almost 
criminally indifferent.

But 
with the upheaval following the civil 
war this well-balanced method was 
more or less abandoned and until re- 
cent years the ready money value of 
cotton has warped the southern imag- 
ination to the exclusion of other sta- 
ple products.

Any 
influence that threatens to reduce the 
cotton output of a southern state by 
one-third or one-half is an influence of 
a most revolutionary nature. And such 
are the dimensions of the tribute taken 
by the Mexican boll weevil. 

From Washington and from the va- 
rious capitals of the southern states 
warnings regarding the weevil have 
multiplied during the past four or five 
yvears. But there are evidences that 
the farmers of a portion of the gulf 
and all of the south Atlantic states 
are not taking seriously the nature of 
these warnings. 

‘It is simple logic that if the boll 
weevil is going to reduce the cotton 
yield of every southern state from one- 
third to one-half that some _ substi- 
tute must be found if the soil is to 
continue to be a reliable source of 
wealth. There is, moreover, no deny- 
ing the realness of the menace. It is 
estimated that within two years at 
the farthest the boll weevil will ap- 
pear in Georgia and from Georgia it 


ton producing state, unless some new 
unforeseen measures can be discov- 
ered. Science so far has failed to find 
any means for definitely exterminating 
the weevil. The one proven hope as 
demonstrated in Texas and other in- 
fested states, is in the use of such 
early maturing varieties of cotton as 
will enable the staple to be harvest- 
ed before the weevil has reachéd its 
maximum power of destruction. 


Race Between Farmer and Weevil. 


In other words, the problem is re- 
duced to a race between the weevil 
and the farmer. Other palliative meth- 
ods are the burning over of flelds in 
the fall and the abandonment of in- 
fested districts until the weevil shall 
have been starved into surrender. 

Perhaps the most practical method 
lies in combining the use of early ma- 
turing cotton and intensive cultiva- 
tion, with the giving over of a large 
percentage of the southerm acreage 
to such crops as are immune t the 
weevil. Fortunately; the rang of 
southern soil and climate make com- 
paratively easy these sweeping read- | 
justments in our agricultural system. ; 
‘Corn, wheat, oats, vegetable truck, 
fruit, forage crops and, as in the case 
of Louisiana, the ordinary peanut, all 
offer auxiliary means of fighting -the 
weevil. ; 

If, on half Of the acreage usually de-

of the acreage in one of these auxiliary 
crops, not only will the depredations 
of the weevil! be nullified, but the in- 
dividual and aggregate yield of south- 
ern farmers will be increased. . 

This is not a theory. It has been 
demonstrated beyond argument in in- 
fested districts in the western half of 
the southern states. 

Immediate Action Urged. 

The notice of this present appeal is 
to stress upon southern farmers every- 
where the absolu’e necessity of taking 
precautionary measures at once. Had 
the farmers of Texas and Louisiana 
adopted this plan they would have 
avoided millions of dollars in losses 
due to the boll weevil. The only sen- 
Sible procedure is -to recognize that 
the entire south seems destined to be 
afflicted by an unescapable pest and 
to go about lessening or removing its 
possibliities for evil before {it shall 
have reduced us to panic by its sud- 
den appearance. 

I have always held that the southern 
states are so fortunately endowed by 
nature that they should be absolutely 
independent of other portions of Amer- 
ica. The boll weevil is the bludgeon 
that is going to make us come into 
our heritage sooner than we had ex- 
pected. In this respect it is a blessing 
in disguise, but it is essential to act 
in time if we are to reap the advan- 
tages of the situation.

Neither Can You Be Everywhere, So We Bring These 
Facts to You---But We Can’t Foree You to Read Them! 


HE Post-Master-General is worrying again about 
the apparent postal deficit. Some time ago 
he proposed that the postage rate on maga- 
zines be raised from one cent a pound to four 

or eight cents a pound. This proposal also carried a 
stipulation that newspapers should be exempted from the 
proposed increase in rate—this despite the fact that 
nearly every Sunday newspaper contains supplements 
avowedly similar to the popular magazines. 


At the subsequent hearings before the postal commit- 
tees of Congress the magazine publishers gave testimony 
as to the startlingly unbusiness-like methods of the Post- 
Office and claimed that this lack of businesslike methods 
and not the rate on magazines was responsible for the 
deficit. Congress then granted an appropriation of fifty 
thousand dollars with which to employ expert auditors 
to investigate the statements made by the publishers. 
These experts were the best in the country and thev 
spent many months making a thorough investigation of 
the business methods of the Post-Office Department. The 
report they made to Congress fills many pages, but a few 
of the facts, the truths of which they demonstrated, are, 
according to Pictoria] Review, as follows: 


1. The experts suggested that the Post-Office Depart- 
ment should be taken out of politics. At present it is 
the ‘‘Office of Reward’’ for men who can deliver votes. 
Postmasters, clerks, and all other emplovees, of course, 
should be appointed because of their fitness for the par- 
ticular kind of work they are hired to do, and not paid out 
of the public treasury for political service. 

2. These experts discovered that no system of accurate 
accounting is in use in the Post-Office Department, and 
that the ascertaining of the actual cost of carrying second- 
class mail (periodicals) has never been made and cannot 
be made under prevailing conditions. This finding is 
particularly interesting because the Post-Office Depart- 
ment has brought forward figures to show just what it 
costs to handle second-class mail. The experts found 
that such figures could not be obtained from any records 
in the department. 

3. The experts were considerably surprised to find that 
thousands and thousands of pounds of newspapers are 
handled daily throughout the United States by our Post- 
Office Department absolutely without charge of any kind 
and no record of the expense of this work is ever made. 

4. The experts found that tons of correspondence, 
seeds, plants, trees, books, maps, and occasionally chairs, 
desks, furniture, boxes, laundry, etc., are ‘‘franked’’ 
through the United States mail to every part of the Unit- 
ed States and its possessions and no record of the amount 
or weight or cost of handling this tremendous volume of 
business is ever kept. 

d. The experts discovered that the Post-Office Depart- 
ment pays to the railroads two to eight times as much to 
haul mail bags in one end of a car as the express compa- 
nies pay to haul parcels in the other end of the same car. 
Despite the fact that the Post-Office Department is the 
best and most regular customer of all the railroads it 
must rent special cars in which to transport the mails and 
the rent of a car one year would pay for the cost of the 
car nine times over. If the railroads will not furnish 
cars free to its best customer, why should not the govern- 
ment buy its own cars?

The New Bill Before Congress 


After casting aside the experts’ report, the Postmas- 
ter-General began all over again his task of raising the 
second-class rate on magazines. His proposal to charge 
the extra postage on the advertising pages in the mag- 
azines—a wholly impracticable task—has been indorsed 
by the Senate Committee. This will lead to installing a 
new department of the Post-Office Department, with 
plenty of new jobs for everyone to weigh the adver- 
tising pages of the magazines each month, and establish 
rates accordingly. The endless confusion which would 
result can only be appreciated by those best acquainted 
with magazine publishing. One thing, however, is ap- 
parent to every magazine reader. You know that the 
subscription price which you pay for any magazine does 
not even cover the cost of the paper and printing of that 
periodical. The great expense of text and illustrations, 
salaries of editors, department managers and employees, 
etc., and the thousand other items of expense in a great 
publishing house must come out of the advertising pages. 
The advertising pages are the reason for ten and fifteen- 
cent magazines. Before advertising was developed to 
the point it has reached today, the magazines sold at thir- 
ty-five and fifty cents per copy and the twenty-five-cent 
magazine was considered ‘‘cheap.’’ Therefore, it is ap- 
parent that any tax on the advertising pages of a maga- 
zine is a tax on the whole magazine and must be borne by 
the reader. 


Your Pocketbook Threatened 


If this new recommendation for extra postage on mag- 
azines is passed by Congress vou will be compelled to pav 
it. Every magazine in the United States will be com- 
pelled to advance its subscription rate at least fifty per 
cent. in order to cover the increased postage. 


Business System Needed 


We believe that if present-day business methods are 
instituted within the Post-Office Départment, it: will re- 
sult not only in securing to us the present rate on mag- 
azines, but the lowering of it just as has happened in 
Canada, where the rate has been reduced to a quarter of 
a cent a pound, and still the government makes over a mil- 
lion dollars a year. 

We believe that proper business system in the Post- 
Office Department will result in penny postage on letters 
and lower rates on other classes of mail. 

We believe efficient service will result in more widely 
extended Rural Free Delivery and Parcels Posts. 


What the Magazines Demand 


No reputable periodical desires the government to carrv 
it at a loss. We wish to pay our way. We do not ask 
subsidies—we ask only fair play.

1. That the Post-Office be taken out of politics.

At the time, The Constitution pointed out that the fruit 
growers of Georgia and those of California were in the same boat 
as regards reciprocity; that both would benefit from its provisions, 
and that with this knowledge in mind the Georgia Frurt Exchange 
had for months been striving energetically to materialize reci- 
procity. 

Here is corroboration from California itself. Answering Car- 
non’s question as to what the California growers would do when 
fruits went on the free list, The Sacramento Union says: 


They are going to sell enormous quantities of their green, dried and canned 
fruits in the vast country that will be thrown open to them. They are gotng to 
profit immeasurably when they can reach the Candian market without climb- 
ing over the prohibitive 25 pér cent duty that now defines the trade line between 
the states and the Dominion. They are not going to worry much about serious 
competition from the plains of Alberta, British Columbia, and Saskatchewan in 
the production of either citrus or deciduous fruits. If Mr. Cannon can find no 
more forceful argument against a reciprocal agreement between the United 
States and Canada, he will be wise to steer his course by the trend of popular 


sentiment in both countries. 

Unbiased analysis will disclose that arguments against Cana- 
dian reciprocity on other items, based upon similar grounds, rest 
upon no more logical a basis than that picked out bv the speaker 
in his self-elected defense of interests that required no defense.

Regular hours—regular time for rising, for retiring, ample sleep, 
sensible diet, freedom from dissipation or excesses—these are the 
influences that make for health, anywhere, whether in a prison or 
under the,blue canopy of heaven. . 

It is even reported that a distinguished prisoner who, some years 
ago, entered the institution in the last stages of locomotor ataxia, 
usually regarded as incurable, has been restored to health. Had he 
succeeded in staying on the “outside,” it is likely he would now have 
been in his grave. 

All of which does not, necessarily, mean that the health-seeker 
should apply for admission to a penitentiary. But the temperance 
and sanitary features that are necessary at such in# “tutions, are well 
worth remembering for their practical value.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL ‘CHILDREN 
GIVE A NOVEL EXHIBIT 


By Isma Dooly. 

The most significant of exhibitions 
‘took place in New York last week in 
‘which was known as the “children’s 
‘welfare exhibit’’ tn the armory of the 
Seventy- first regiment. 

- The exhibit. was one to demonstrate 
ithe values of arts andcrafts had phys- 
feal culture and hygiene in the puvlic 
‘schools, these departments long since 
an integral part in the public schools 
‘of that city. Educators, people inter- 
ested in the welfare of the child, and 
‘men and women representing the 
Parentage of the children of the pub- 
He schools visited in the exhibit in large 
mumbers, there being 30, 000 visitors 
‘on one of the days of the exhibit. 

, The exhibit in mechanical arts (the 
fundamental principle of which is 
drawing calling for the trained eye, 
the thinking brain, and the ready 
hand) attracted the most enthusiastic 
attention, the bovs of the grammar 
schools each day present and demon- 


strating the mode of work as directed 
in the school. 

There were exhibits of welifare work 
along with lines of sanitation and 
hygiene, as taught in the schools, and 
the concluding day of the exhibit there 
was an exhibition in physical culture, 
in which 400 girls participated, and 
model indoor games. for boys, in which 
100 of the latter took part. 

As the name welfare implies, the 
Lexhibiiton was to bring out the fact 
of these departments of education be- 
ing absolutely necessary in the all- 
round training or development of the 
child. Far from being incidental to or 
an extra phase of education, the de- 
partments of drawing, physical cu!- 
ture and hygiene have become co- 
related with the academic training 
that it would be hard to define where 
one department begins or the other 
ends, the accepteq rational and com- 


plete education of the child looking 
to his equalized and balanced develop- 


ment bodily, mentally and in charac- 
ter.

That the negro schools of Atlanta are 
capable of becoming hotbeds of con- 
tagion, and that they should: therefore 
thave proper medical inspection, is the 
opinion of many who are interested in 
the welfare of the city’s educational 
system. The matter has been brought 
i to the attention of the board of educa- 


‘tion and will be discussed by that 


body at its next meeting. 
} When the department of medical in- 
spection was created it was stated that 
the work of the body should be among 
the children of Atlanta’s public schools, 
no dadfstinction being drawn between 
the white and colored. The question 
has arisen, however, as to whether the 
colored schools were meant to be in- 
cluded.

Dr. R. G. Stephens, following out the 
work of his predecessor, Dr. Roberts, 
has just completed the inspection of 
all the -white schools, and is anxious 
to know whether he and his assistant, 
Dr. Dan Sage, and the corps of nurses, 
are to start now on the negro schools 
or to make the circuit of the white 
schools again.

ON SO-CALLED “FRILLS” 


Superintendent William M. Slaton 
has furnished The Constitution with 
a statement of his views in regard 
to the present agitation over the de- 
partments of music, drawing and phys- 
ical culture in the public schools. Mr. 
Slaton covers the whole question in 
a clear and concise manner, and what 
he has to say about the three depart- 
ments which have been designated as 
“frills” and which certain members of 
council are trying to abolish, will be 
of great interest at this time. 

Mr. Slaton’s statement is as follows: 

Mr. Slaton’s Statement. 

“The daily papers contain 
matter on the subject of physical cul- 
ture and hygiene, drawing and mu- 
sic in our schools. A brief discus- 
sion by me relative to their utility 
and general value to the children and 
good citizenship is in order. 

“The curriculum of the public 
school _.system ought to depend es- 
sentially upon the conditions which 
constitute good citizenship. If it be 
admitted that a study confers little 
or no good upon society at large, it 
is logical to omit that branch from 
the curriculum. Education should be 
broad and should meet wise demands. 
A narrow course is inherently a curse 
to our youth and comparatively places 
us far in the rear of progressive cities 
throughout the United States and Eu- 
rope. 

“What does music’ accomplish for 
our children? It does more than de- 
velop the artistic In childhood. It

A few days ago I heard a 
large class sing ‘Auld Lang Syne.’ I 
was deeply touched by the sweetness 
of the music and the sentiment. Those 
children were taught by that song to 
place a higher value upon the princi- 
ple of friendship. And what moral 
characteristic is more important in 
our civilization than loyalty to a 
If our children learn simple 
music they can engage in congrega- 
tional singing, and thereby the spirit- 
ual side of their characters is more 
highly developed. As we do not teach 
the Bible in the public schools, surely 
it would be unwise to remove from 
our curriculum a department which de- 
velops faith in God and accountabi!- 
ity to Him in the observance of His 
lAws.

“Drawing had long been regarded an 
essential element ina symmetrical ed- 
ucation. It teaches the eye to observe 
closely the beauties of nature and to 
enjoy what the uneducated never sees.

I[ 
regard health aS more important than 
a knowledge of English grammar or 
arithmetic. A man can be happy in 
the use of inadequate diction or incor- 
rect grammar, but there is no sunshine 
and no usefulness for-him while suffer- 
ing physical agony. . As the child is 
more receptive and impressionable than 
the man, it is consequently éxtremely 
important that he. should know the 
fundamerital reasons that. underlie 
physical strength and health. 

“Apart from the inherent reasons 
why these departments should be re- 
tained in our-schools,'it is interesting 
to know that progressive cities where 
public schools have lang, existed and

Not only have 
they justified their existence, but their 
g@reatest usefulness is yet to come. I 
Suspect that the movement to abolish 
the departments does not Originate in 
the undesirableness per se of music 
drawing, physical culture and hygiene. 
There is little or no friction with refer- 
ence to the teaching of music, physical 
culture, and hygiene in our public 
schools. The case with drawing is dif- 
ferent.
